WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The most di- 


rect intelligence reaching Washington 
from Berlin regarding the attitude of 
the imperial German Government on the 
most recent complication in the subma- 
rine controversy was contained in the 
dispatch of Karl H. von Wiegand pri~t- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 
The attitude assumed by Germany, as 


reflected in the statement of Foreign 
Minister von Jagow to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, had the effect of 
adding to rather than disposing of we 
emvuarrassment caused by the triangu- 
lar argument between Germany, Great 
..itain and the United States. 

Herr von Jagow’s declaration thar 
German submarices wi'l attack bdelliger- 
ent armed merchant ships whether car- 
rying passengers or not has provided a 
situation which threatens to become 
more serious than any that has arisen 
since the destruction of the Lusitania, 
unless Great. Britain signines its pur- 
pose to conform to the modifications de- 
manded by Germany in the observance 
of international law which she declares 
to be obsolete. 

Great Britain and Germany are 
squarely deadlocked over the issue and 
each obviously is depending upon win- 
ning the United States over to its 
view point. | 

Germany Standing by Her Plan. 

Germany has not given any indication 
of her purpose to defer the inauguration 
cf her new submarine policy scheduled 
for a week from today.

off armed merchantmen of the European 
belligerents and Congress leaders have 
heen so advised. 

It--was stated authoritatively today 
(hat discussidn of such a move did not 
come up at the President’s conference 
Monday night with Chairmen Stone and 
Flood of the congressional committee 
cealing with foreign affairs, and with 
Democratic Leader Kern, but was re- 
vived in quite another way. 

The official account is that Senator 
Smith of Georgia recently went to Sen- 
ator Stone to discuss the form in which 
such a resolution might be introduced if 
it were found necessary. It was said 
Senator Stone at that time opposed such 
a resolution. 

Congressmen who were at the White 
Flouse today said there was consider- 
able discussion of Senator Gore’s reso- 
‘ution to warn Americans off belliger- 
ent merchantmen, but that there was 
very little prospect of passing it unless 
desired by the administration. 

President Wants Free Hand. 

The President wants to be free to han- 
cle the international situation and the 
word has been passed that the adminis- 
tration would like as little discussion in 
Congress as possible. )

THRIFTY BIRDS ON BATTLE 
FRONT STORE BREADCRUMBS 


Disappeared .in West After the Marne 
but Have Returned; Used to 
Guna’ Din. 

PARIS, Feb. 23.—Bird life along the 

battle front appears to have been little 
disturbed by the continual thundering 
of the guns. Birds disappeared from 
the war zone after the battle of the 
Marne, and some naturalists attributed 
their migration to the din of war. They 
came back, however, and little by little 
accustomed themselves to the noise of 
explosives and even find an advantage 
in being close to the conflict where there 
is ample nourishment around the sol- 
diers’ quarters. There are doves, wild 
figeons, cuckoos, thrushes, crows, mag- 
nies, jays and starlings. 
M. Louis Rousseau, a well-known or- 
nithologist, has discovered that the war 
has changed the character/of these birds 
and made them thrifty. He has founé 
their nests in the holes of dead oaks, 
with a provision of bread crumbs stored 
rrudently underneath. —

BERLIN, ONT., WOULD BE ‘CAVELL’ 


Petition Demanding Change 
by 1000. 

LONDON, Ont., Feb. 23.—More than 
1000 residents of Berlin, Ont., have pe- 
titioned the Provisional Assembly ue- 
manding that the name of that town be 
changed to Cavell in memory of the 
British nurse executed as a spy by the 
Germans in Belgium. The petition was 
adopted at a big meeting of Berlin citi- 
zens Monday. 

The Rev. O, Tappert, whose pro-Ger- 
man’ utterances have caused trouble, 
has been notified to quit Berlin by 
March. Shop signs bearing German let- 
tering are being carefully painted out, 
and all aliens in Berlin are registering- 
ing with the police and militia for their 
own protection. Ninety per cent of the 
population of Berlin are of German de- 


scent. 


MUNITIONS. MADE ON WARSHIPS 


British Men Doing Work During 
Spare Time Without Pay. 
LONDON, Feb. 23.—The fact that the 
men of the British warships are turn- 
ing out a large amount of war muni- 
tions in their spare time aboardship ts 
revealed in a letier from the Muni:

$1,000,000 ACID PLANT BEGUN 


Addition 


Steel Corporation Building 
to Ita Zinc Works, 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 23.—With the 
zinc plant of the United States Steel 
Corporation scarcely completed at 
Donora, near here at.a cost of $3,000,000, 
work has commenced today on a $1,000,- 
000 addition for the manufacture of mu- 
riatic acid. Negotiations were said to 
be in progress for the purchaage of land 
nearby on which will be built a plant 
200 by 500 feet for the refining of zinc 
oxide. 
The output of the acid works it was 
stated would be fifty tons a day, 
enough for the corporation’s use in 
the manufacture of galvanized iron.

He 
has been caring for Austrian and 
German interests in the Russian cap- 
ital during the war. Ill health is 
given as the reason for his resigna- 
tion,

bassador to Russia: Ethan A. Hitchcock 
of Missouri, Charlemagne Tower of 
Pennsylvania, Robert S. McCormick of 
Illinois, George von L. Meyer of Mass- 
achusetts, John W. Riddle of Massach- 
usetts, William W. Rockhill of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Curtis Guild of Mass- 
achusetts and George T. Mayre of Cali- 
fornia. 

John Quincy Adams was the first

BRANDEIS SAD T 
HAVE GOT PROXIES 
FORE. H HARRIMAN 


Accused in Senate Hearing of 
Participation in .Jllinois Cen- 
tral Figit in 1907, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—New charges 
alleging employment of Louis D. Bran- 
deis by E. H. Harriman to obtain 
proxies in the celebrated fight for con- 
trol of: the Illinois Central Kailroad, 
and concerning Brandeis’ relations with 
tlie Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
were fi'ed today with the senate sub- 
committee coysidering Brandeis’ nomi- 
nation for the Supreme Court. 

Austen G. Fox, a New York attor- 
ney, in charge of presenting evidence 
for those opposed to the confirma- 
tion of Brandeis, laid the new 
charges before the committee and 
Summarized what he expected to 
prove by witnesses. 

In 1907, he said, when FE: H. Harri- 
man was fighting Stuyvesant Fish 
for control of the TIllinois Central, 
Sullivan and Cromwell, Harriman’s 
attorneys, sent Wadill Catchings to 
Boston to employ Brandeis, Dunbar 
ang Nutter to obtain proxies from 
lllinois Central stockholders in New 
England to be voted against Fish, ! 

“Thereafter,” said Fox, “Mr. Bran- 
deis’ firm acted for Mr. Harriman 
and widely sought to obtain proxies 
in his behalf. A number of letters 
soliciting proxies were sent out by 
Brandeis, Dunbar & Nutter. 

“In 1908 Mr. Brandels, in answer 
to a charge made by Joseph B. War- 
ner before the legislative commit- 
tee on railroads of Massachusetts 
that Mr. Brandeis had acted in behalf 
of Mr. Harriman, wrote to Joseph 
Walker, chairman of the committee: 

“IT have never acted direct! yor 
indirectly for Mr. Harriman, or com- 
municated directly or indirectly with 
him, or with anyone who represent- 
ed him directly or indirectly; nor 
have I acted so far as I know directly 


or indirectly for any company with 
which Mr. arriman was ever con- 
nected. No one connected with my 
firm has ever acted directly nd indi-

It is 
thought more individuals will be pen- 
alized his year than corporations; as 
lcss than one-third of the former have 
made their returns, while full one-half 
of the latter have been heard from.

HUNGARIANS VISIT. 
WILSON TO TELL OF 


President Declares He Never 
Doubted Allegiance of Ma- 
jority of Foreign Born. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—President 
Wilson told a committee of Hungari- 
ans today he had never doubted the 
allegiance to the United States of 
the great proportion of foreign-born 


j American citizens, ang that he rec- 


ognized that they were just as much 
Americans as anyone born in the 
United States, 

Headed by Alexander Konta of 
New York the committee presented 
resolutions passed at a mass meeting 
of Hungarians in New York last 
month urging allegiance to the United 
States, and declaring they had been 
misrepresented and slandered by at- 
tacks on their loyalty. 

Konta told the President he repre- 
sented citizens of Hungarian birth 
in all parts of the country and that 
Hungarians in the United States were 
absolutely loyal to the nation of their 
adoption, 

Recognized as Americans, 

.“‘I want to say that so far as my own 
feeling and opinion are concerned, this 
errand was unnecessary,” the President 
said to the committee. “I have never 
myself doubted the feeling that gentle- 
men such as yourselves have towards 
America. I recognize you as just as 
much Americans as anybody born in 
this country. ; 

“IT have deplored, and I am sure you 
have’ united with me in deploring, the 
spirit which has been manifested by 
some who have misrepresented those for 
whom they professed to speak and my 
public protests have been against what 
they said and against their misrepre- 
sentations of what I felt sure was the 
sentiment of the rank and file of those 
americans born on the other side of 
the water who have come and enriched 
America by giving her their talent and 
their work and their allegiance. 

Get Cerdial Welcome. 

“So that I welcome this eccasion of 
expressing my unqualified confidence in 
those thoughtful citizens like your- 
selves who have identified themselves 
in heart as well as in fortune with this 
great country which is so dear to all 
of us, which is compounded of all of 
us and which does not belong to any 
one section or portion of us. I have 
tried to show my passion for that qual- 
ity which ought to obtain among ali 
those who profess allegiance to the 
United States.

THAT DOWNED BIG ZEPPELIN 


Giant Air Craft With Crew of 22 and on Fire 
Fell a Mile and Bombs Exploded— 


Other Raider Escaped.

PARIS, Feb. 23.—An eyewitness of the 


destruction of Zeppelin LZ-77 and its 
crew of 22 men by French gunners Mon- 


day, near Revigny, a town nine miles 
northwest of Bar-le-Duc, thus described 
the exploit: 

“Two giant Zeppelins were signaled at 
10:25 o’clock at night by an artillery of- 
ficer in a listening post in the first line 
of trenches of the Argonne. The night 
was clear and the wind moderate. 

“The officer could not see the airships, 
but he heard the noise of their engines 
and telephoned to the battery base. 
whence the news was fotwarded to the 
army corps headquarters. 

“All the datteries of the district were 
at once on the alert and within five min- 
utes searchlights were sweeping the 
heavens in ali directions. 5 

Two Zeppelina Sighted. 

“The Zeppelins were first sighted by 
an officer commanding a battery of 5- | 
millimeter guns. The nexnrest was then 
about two miles off, flying at an. alti- 
tude of about 5000 feet and rising rapid- 
ly. 

“The second Zeppelin was some three 
miles behind the first. The officer was 
unable to get the elevation necessary to

A few seconds 
later two other shells went through the 
rear of the car, badly damaging the 
steering and elevating mechanism. 

“For an instant nothing seemed to 
happen and then a thin, red line crept 
along the side of the airship, which, 
shone with a bright, ruddy glow as the 
flames spread and moved upwards. No 
explosion was heard as the Zeppelin be- 
gan to fall. The great mass, now blaz- 
ing more and more fiercely, descended 
slowly while burning fragments of the

“The second Zeppelin, the men of 
which had witnessed the disaster to the 
other machine, turned and hurried back 
to the German lines. ; 
“It is believed that the Zeppelins be- 
longed to the Crown Prince’s army. 
The commanders doubtless had hoped to 
steal across the French lines, all lights 
in the gondolas having been extin- 
guished, but the head wind proved an 
obstacle to the speed which is so ¢s-. 
sential to the success of an undertak- 
ing of the kind and gave the defense 
time to bring up its guns.’’ 
The gun-crew which fired the sho 
that proved fatal to the Zeppelin will 
receive prizes amounting to 15,000 francs 
($3000), 10,000 france being awarded by 
a leading Paris newspaper and 5000 by 
Marquis Ornano. Checks for these sums 
have already been sent to the Minister 
of War for distribution.

GERMANY’S NEXT BUDGET TO 
CARRY ABOUT $1 ,400,000,000 


$500,000,000 of This Is Interest on 
War Loans—Much New Revenne 
Is Needed. : 

BERLIN, Feb. 23.—Germany’s next 
ordinary budget, including 2,050,000,- 
000 marks ($500,000,000) interest on 
war loans, will reach at least 5,500,- 
000,000 marks ($1,400,000,000), accord- 
ing to the estimate of Privy Council- 
lor Behrnauer, writing in the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten. The previous 
highest budget—that of 1913-1914— 
reached only slightly above 3,500,- 
000,000 marks. 

As the receipts from customs and 
other sources will show a sharp re- 
duction, Herr Behrnauer reckons that 
the fiscal year beginning in April 
will require at least 3,000,000,000 
marks of new revenue for current 
expenditures outside of the war.

Commander in Ill Health Is Suc- 
ceded by Vice-Admiral 
Reinhardt Scheer. 


BERLIN, via London, Feb. 23.—It is 
announced that Vice Admiral Reinhardt 
Scheer has ween appointed commander 
of the German battle fleet in succes- 


sion to Admiral Pohl, who, after hold- 
ing the place for a year, is retiring 0a 
account of ill heaith. 

Vice Admiral Scheer is considered one 
of the most capable tacticians in the 
German navy and is regarded as a man 
not only of fercefulness but also of 
ideas. He was for a long time em- 
ployed as director of the General Ma- 
tine Department at the Admiralty and 
ne also has held command in the active 
service as chief of staff of the high sea 


squadron. To his active direction,is at- 
tributed the recent increased activitv 
of the German navy. 


Francis Accepts 
Appointment as 


Envoy to Russia

effort to save money to pay off a $390 
cebt incurred in college. 

In 1877 he went into the commission 
business for himself, founding the bust- 
ness which, in partnership with his 
brother and sons, he still carries on. 

Francis was elected president of the 
| Merchants’ Exchange in 1883. This po- 
sition was, at that time, one of civic 
prominence as well as of business ia:- 
pertance. In the spring of 188, three 
cendidates for Mayor were before ths 

semocratic convention, and a deadlock 

ended .. an agreement on Francis, 

had not been one of the three. He 
Vv: nominated and elected Governor of 
Missouri in 188 and took office shortly 
before the expiration of the term for 
which he had been elected Mayor. 

Interested in Columbia U. 

As Governor, Francis interested him- 
self in the welfare of the State Univer- 
sity at Columbia, which had been teft 
in a precarious state by the burning of 

main building. Soon after his term 
as Governor expired, the division between 
tte free silver and gold wings of the 
wemocratic party arose, and Francis 
became prominently aligned with the 
“gold bugs.”’ Late in the second Cleve- 
lend administration, he was appointed 
Secretary of the Interior, and served 
through the remainder of Cleveland's 
term, 

He was elected president of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition Co., whica 
built the St. Louis World’s Fair of 
44, in Forest Park. He visited for- 
eign countries in the interest of the 
exposition, personally interviewing King 
Edward of England, Kaiser Wilhelm 
and other sovereigns. He did not visit 
the Czar, and, chiefly because of the 
Russian-Japanese war, Russia was not 
represented in the exposition. Francis 
also worked effectively at Washington 
for the $5,000,000 appropriation made by 
the United States Government for the 
fair, and for the supplemental loan of 
$4,600,000 from the Government, whica 
was repaid from the exposition’s re- 
ceipts. After the fair, he made another 
tour, thanking the heads of European 
“overnments for their participation, and 
received several decorations. 

Francis made his peace with William 
J. Bryan on the occasion of Bryan’s 
return from a world tour in 1906, and he 
advocated Bryan’s nomination in 1908, 
when Bryan made his third race for the 
presidency. In 1910, Francis became a 
candidate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for United States Senator, to suc- 
ceed William Warner. He was de- 
feated by James A. Reed, former Mayor 
of Kansas City, after making an active 
campaign through the State. 

Since that time, Francis has attended 
chiefly to his business interests, which 
in recent years have come to include 
the active direction of the St. Louis Re- 
public. In a recent interview, he spoke 
of that paper as his “organ.” He has 
served on the State University’s board 
of curators, and is now the head of 
that board. 

Regarding his acquaintance with the 
French language, which is the lan- 
guage of European diplomacy, Francis 
has related that he once delivered a set 
speech in French, before a Paris gath- 
ering. He understood the principles of 
French pronunciation, and knew the 
language well enough to prepare his 
talk in French, with some ‘assistance. 
He memorized this talk and delivered 
it, but when he was surrounded, after 
the address, by Frenchmen addressing 
rapid-fire questions to him, he had to 
throw up his hands and call for an 
interpreter. 

Frances is the second St. Louisan to be 
chosen as Ambassador to Russia. Ethan 
Allen Hitchcock held that post by ab- 
pointment of President McKinley, being 
first appointed Minister, then elevated 
to Ambassador when the rank of the 
post was changed. 

Francis was married in 1876 to Miss 
Jane Perry of St. Louis. They have 
six sons. Mrs. Francis is in Florida. 

Francis’ appointment adds one more 
name to the list of Missourians who oc- 
cupy important posts in the Govern- 
ment service. David F.. Houston, former 
chancellor of Washington University, is 
Secretary of Agricultirre in the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. William J. Stone is 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate, 
Champ Clark is Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, and Joseph W. Folk, 
former Governor of Missouri, is chief 
counsel for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

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HAVE BEEN SLAIN 


Undertaker Thinks Some of 
Bones Taken From Fire Near 
Jerséyville Were Broken. 


Coroner N. F. Bray of Jerseyville an- 
nounceG@ this morning that the inquest 
into the death of Mrs. Minnie Ahrling, 
88 years old, whose charred body was 
found in the ruins of her home about 
12 miles south of Jerseyville, after the 
house was destroyed by fire early Mon- 
day, would be continued today and that 
an investigation would be made into 
the probability that the woman was 
murdered and her body dismembered 
before the house was burned. 

This decision was reached after L. © 
Jacoby, the undertaker who has charge 
of the body, said that the woman's 
bones showed evidence of having been 
broken. 


Htp Bone May Be Broken, 
The undertaker has only the skuil, 


a few vertebrae and part of a thign 
and hip bone, all that was recovered 
from the fire. He said the hip bone 
night have been broken, tut he could 
not say positively until the bone was 
washed. 

Two witnesses will be examined to- 
day and then the Coroner’s jury will 
be taken to, the scene of the fire to 
continue its investigation. It Was re- 
ported in Jerseyville this morning that 
a part of the woman’s torso had been 
found in the ruins. This could not be 
verified. : 

Witnesses who were examined yester- 
uay afternoon told of threats made by 
both Mrs. Ahrling and her husband, 
Tony, who is being held in jail, to kill 
themselves. Jacob Haag, brother-in- 
law of Ahrling, at whose home Ahrling 
spent Sunday and Sunday night, tes- 
tified that three times Sunday he had 
to plead with Ahrling to keep him from 
going to a patch of woods where he 
said he was going to cut his throat. He 
also said that Ahling attempted to drink 
something out of a bottle which ae 
thought was acid. 


Tells of Woman's Threats. 
Francis Hall, a nephew of Mrs. Ahr- 


ling, said the woman several days ago 
told him she would end her life if it 
were not for the children. He said he 
took the Ahrling children, Marie, 13 
years old, and Harold, 2, to the Haag 
home Saturday. 

One neighbor testified that there was 
no light in the Ahrling home when he 
passed it at 11:30 o’clock Sunday night. 
There was usually a light in the house 
all night, he said. Another neighbor 
told of passing there at 2.30 a. m., see- 
ing no light or fire. The house is 
thougnt to have burned about 3:30 a. m.

State Begins Inquiry Inte Collision 
in Which Four Trainmen and Six 
assengers Were Killed. 
MILFORD, Conn., Feb. 23:—Disregara 
of a cautionary signal was probably re- 
sponsible for the rear-end collision on 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad near here yesterday, in which 
10 persons lost their lives and at least

DUE TO TREACHERY OF HIGH 
OFFICER, WAR WRITER SAYS 


Suspected General Was Removed and Is Ncw 
Languishing in Dungeon; ther Forts Tempo- 
rarily Checked German Pursuit. 


By STANLEY WASHBURN, 


A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 
PETROGRAD, Jan, 26.—From the time 


that Warsaw fell there was a period of 
great anxiety in Ruesia, unalleviated 
by news from the front. The only in- 
formation one received from Poland and 


the battlefields north and south were re-, 


perts that came from the German side 
The loss of Ivangorod and Novo Georg- 
fevsk came as a great shock to Petro- 
grad, though just why I do not know, 
for both were doomed the moment War- 
sew fell. Ivangorod was an old-fash- 
icned fortress that could not have lasted 
a day against a heavy artillery attack. 
Its evacuation immediately after the fall 
of the Polish capital was inevitable and 
passed with little notice in the army. 
Novo Georgievsk, which protected 
Warsaw from the north, was a modern 
fortress and held out approximately. two 
weeks. This strong point on the impor- 
tant line of railroad from East Prussiwu 
and Ciechanow to Praga was a biock on 
the line of advance the Germans must 


This war has shown conclusively that 
fertresses must be regarded as checks 
to enemy advances at strategic points 
rether than as positions that can be hell 
indefinitely and withstand prolonged 
sieges. The sacrifice of Novo Geors- 
jevsk and its garrison was, of course 
regrettable, but it was the price that had 
to be paid to insure the escape of th; 
Russian center. 

I do not know what the Ruasians 
lost in men and guns by the taking of 


this fortress, but its two weeks’ defense | 


was worth to the Russians the loss of 
several army corps, and I doubt if it 
cost that much. With the loss of this 
stronghold the taking of Bialostok be- 
came a matter of days, and with the fall 
of that important city Grodno in turn 
was doomed. 

The fact that this fortress was de- 
signed (as I have been creditably in- 
formed) by a German engineer now 
serving on Gen. yon Hindenburg’s staff, 
no doubt ied to its capture earlier than 
might otherwise have happened. 

The only point on the eastern front 
which was a distinct disappointment to 
the Russians was Kovno, which only

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.-A state- 
ment issued by Representative Gardner 
of Massachusetts yesterday is taken to 
indicate that there will be a stubborn 
fight against the federalized militia plan 
agreed to by the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee. 

Gardner, who may be taken to rep- 
resént in some measure the movement 
for adequate national defense, displayed 
his opposition to the program of: the 
House committee in two ways. He is- 
sued a statement ridiculing the proposal 
to make national security dependent 
upon an army composed of militiamen 
and indicated what, from his point of} 
view, should be done by introducing the 
bill drawn by the army War College, 
which provides for a regular army of 
281,000 men. 

The Hay plan provides for an increase 
Lof 35,000 men in the regular army. This 
force, Gardner says, would be suffi- 
cient to man a trench several miles 
long or half the length of Manhattan 
Island. 

With as much emphasis he declared 
the scheme for a federalized militia to 
be equally inadequate. He asserts that 
it will be a long time before the 425,000 
militiamen proposed by the Hay mea- 
sure can be enlisted, inasmuch as there 
never have been more than 130,000 men 
in the militia forces of all the states, 

Gardner reiterates the charge tnat the 
militia forces will be in effect 48 sepa- 
rate little armies under the state gov- 
ernments and that any attempt to draft 
them in time of war will be met with 
@ lawsuit or an alibi.

ASSERTS JAPAN'S 


ACTUAL ATTITUDE 
AMENAGE TOUS. 


Former St. Louisan Says Friend-}. 
ship Propaganda Is to Quiet 
Suspicion of Motives. 


Thomas F. Millard of Shanghai, China, 
a former St: Louisan, in an article on 


issue.of the Century Magazine, makes 
these assertions: 

Japan is making deliberate prepa- 
rations in anticipation, if not actual- 
ly in expectation, of a clash with the 
United States. 

The Japanese Government has de- 
liverately prepared the Japanese 
people for such a collision, and has 
aroused extreme hostility against 
the United States. 

At the same time, a Japanese 
propaganda in America has been 
working to quiet suspicion of Japan, 
and to prevent or retard measures 
of defense. 

Japan has betrayed Great Britain 
in China, and a feeling friendly to 
Germany is being cultivated in Ja- 
pan, even while Japan and Ger- 
many are technically at war. 

Because of the European war and 
American unpreparedness, this coun- 
try is peculiarly exposed to an at- 
tack from Japan at the present time. 
Millard is editor of the China Press 

of Shanghai and is author of “The New 
Far East’ aud “America and the Far 
Eastern Question.’’ 

Discusses Japanese Attitude. 

He says Americans make the mistake 
of assuming that, because they wish the 
Japanese weil, and see nothing to fight 
about, the Japanese have a like feel- 
ing. He then proceeds to give his view 
of Japan’s motives and Japanese 
diplomacy. 

Japan, he says, has failed in its ef- 
forts to colonize in Korea and Manchu- 
ria. The reason is that, in those coun- 
tries, the standard of living is even !ower 
than in Japan, and that Japanese can- 
not profitably compete with the natives. 
Fence, he points out, Japan covets an 
outlet toward the American continent, 
“with its higher. economic standards 
under which Ja, anese of all classes can 
eut and still find room for immense 
improvement of their condition.” 

He summarizes.the arguments which 
he says the Japanese propaganda has 
made, to still the suspicions of Amer- 
icans. Some of these are: Japanese 
friendship for America, the large vol- 
ume of trade between the two nations, 
Japan’s national poverty, Japan's treaty 
obligations’ to China, the moderateness 
of Japan’s requests in the California con- 
troversy. 

He then takes up these arguments in 
detail, and argues that they are largely 
fallacious or untrue, and that, rightly 


} -1terpreted, they point to unfriendly, 


rather than friendly relations. 
| “There are two grave issues between 


Japan ahd the United States,”’ Millard! 


says, ‘“‘the fate of China and Japanese 
imrmigation to the Americas. Japanese 
colonization of countries on this hemi- 
ephere, in its political and economic re- 
lations, would affect the Unted States 
scarcely less than a Japanese coloniza- 
tion of our own states.’’ 

Analyzing the immigration issue, Mil- 
lard says it amounts to a demand, by 
Japan, that the United States shall per- 
mit another country to decide whom it 
shall admit to certain privileges. This 
decision, Millard declares, rests entirely 
with the United States, and to submit 
this decision, in any part, to a foreign 
ration would mean to qualify American 
sovereignty. Americans, he contends, 
have the exclusive right to decide the 
conditions of citizenship and residence in 
their own country, and from this posi- 
tion ‘‘Americans cannot be budged except 


i by superior force of arms.” 


» he says, “that no 
nation in Japan’s position would be mad 
enough to try to force this legally un- 
tenable issue with another great nation: 
yet the present tone of the Japanese 
rress, and recent utterances of Japanese 
leaders and statesmen snow plainly that 


tke thought is seriously entertained, and | 


that they think the hour. has come to 
force it. With Japanese the feeling is 
now or never.”’ 
Inner Politics of War. 

Discussing the inner politics of Ja- 
pan’s position in the war, Millard says 
Japan is willing to send troops to Bue 
rope, if England and ° France, in re- 
turn, will give her a free hand in China 
and the Northern Pacific. Such a price, 
he says, the allies. will not pay except 
as a last resort. The recent proposal 
that China should join the allies and the 
violent Japanese objection to that pro- 


| posal, showed the British and Freneh 


desire to protect, their interests in Chi- 
na. against Japan, Millard says. 

Japen has for years strained every 
resource, the writer says, to be ready 
for a conflict with the United States, 
She was rapidly: approaching naval 
equality: with this country when the 
war came, stimulating Amierica’s inter- 
est in defense and making it less likely 
that this country will be unprepared in 
future. . 

Japan has betrayed Great Britain in 
China, he says, and the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance will collapse after the war, un- 
less Great Britain is unable to find the 


needed support elsewhere. Japan is 


coquetting with Russia, and Japanese 
papers are cultivating a feeling of ad- 
miration for Germany, he says. 

“At present, and during the remainder 
of the great war,’’ Millard writes, ‘‘the 
United States is exposed more than usu- 
al to an attack by Japan. Japan, be- 


cause of the war, is herself freed from |: 


immediate complications; she can turn 
her back on Russia without alarm, and 
deterring influences of Great Britain 
and France are for thé time ineffective.

Nortoni Condemns Segregation. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


‘The proposed negro segregation ordinance is 

cbnoxtous to the fundamental principles which; 
inhere in our American institutions. The Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States provides: “All persons born or nat- 
uralized in the United States and subject to the 
jurisdicion thereof are citizens of the United 
States and of the State wherein they reside. No 
State shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States. NOR 8 ANY STATE 
DEPRIVE ANY PERSON OF LABERTY OR 
PROPERTY WITHOUT DUB PROCESS OF ‘LAW, 
NOR DENY TO ANY PERSON’ WITHIN ITS 
JURISDICTION THE EQUAL PROTECTION OF 
THD LAWS. 
' Everyone will concede the power of a munici- 
pality like St. Louis to pass an ordinance is de- 
rivative—that is, delegated authority from the 
State. 

A similar ordinance was enacted in Georgia 
and the Supreme Court of that State, situate as’ 
it is in the Southland, declared it void as in con- 
flict with the due process-of-law clause of the 
Federal Constitution above quoted. See the case 
of Carey vs. City of Atlanta, 143 Ga, 192, decided 
Feb. 12, 1915. In concluding its opinion in the case 

erred to, the Supreme Court of Georgia said: 

he effect of the ordinance under consideration 
was not merely to regulate a business or the like, 
but was-TO DESTROY THE RIGHT OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL to acquire, ENJOY, and dispose of 
HIS PROPERTY. Being of this character, it was 
Vold as being opposed to the due-process clause 
of the Constitution; and the Judge erred in refus- 
ing to grant the injunction.”” So much for the 
view of the Supreme Court of Géorgia. But aside 
from the view of that court, no one will deny 
that the proposed ordinance purports to inhibit 
the use of property which an individual may own 
im certain localities, and this apples to both the 
white and the colored. 

But above and beyond all this, the proposal is 
contrary to the fundamental principle of equal 
rights which underlies our institutions. It is 
not a question as to whether, from selfish motive, 
the whites desire to reside away from the negro 
or as to whether the négro desires to reside near 
or remote from the white, but rather it is a ques- 
tion to be viewed from the high standpoint of 
broad Americanism concerning the free exercise 
of equal rights in respect of property as citizens 
of a democracy. Suppose a colored man should 
aequire by descent a residence in the white dis- 
trict, which the ordinance forbids him to occupy 
as a home, would his privileges touching this 
property be identical with a white man who had 
acqured property in the same district? Obviously 
not.

Is it unpatriotic to wish for world peace |

Certainly not; it is highly patriotic and wise, 
but wishing for world peace does not prevent 
war with nations which want to fight for com- 
mercial advantage, for territory, or imperial am- 
bition. Nor are wishes defenses against their 


military designs and forces. 

Let the President and others who are 
preaching this doctrine of fear point out the 
enemy, let them prove the enemy comes upon 
us, and every American is willing to lay 
down his fortune and his life at the feet of 
the President, as Americans have done before. 
When the enemy comes upon us it is too late 

tc prepare to resist him and Americans will lit- 
erally “lay down their fortunes and their lives.” 
Americans have done this before; they have un- 
necessarily sacrificed millions of dollars and 
tuousands of lives to the futile wish for peace 
and the illusion of unpreparedness. 


Mr. Ford naively nullifies his own campaign 
by asse that we have adequate defenses—a 
strong navy and an excellent army, with reserves 
in the national guard, and other resources. Why 
army defenses? To be consistent he should urge 
that we dismantle the navy, disband the militia. 

Enough of the Ford illogic. These samples 


show how he writes without thought and ar- 
gues without reason. His money which enables 
him to tell the American people that they cannot 
trust themselves and what they ought to do, does 
not buy him statesmanship or sound judgment. 

What would Mr. Ford think of a business man 
who depends upon the wish that there will be 
no competition instead of preparing to meet and 
overcome it. Did he make his millions by wish- 
ing and by indulging illusions with regard to 
the need of business preparedness? Did he suc- 
ceed by acting on a theory instead of actual 
conditions in the business world? 
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WHY CITY PLANNING? 

Why have a city plan commission? Why work 
out satisfactory plans for public improvements? 

We ask these questions on account of the 
makeshift bill for the improvement of Twelfth 
street south of the viaduct. The improvement was 
thoroughly worked out to solve the traffic prob- 
lem at that point and to provide an attractive 
street adequate for the service required of it. 

Instead of carrying out the plan—the only 
one that meets the demands of the situation—the 
Board of Aldermen chop it down te an inade- 
quate and foolish makeshift which will not solve 
the problem, but will be an obstacle and a nui- 
sance. It will bottle the traffic on the viaduct and 
boulevard. 

The kind of economy that spoils plans for ade- 
quate public improvements is false economy.

Will the Mayor join the board in the make- 
shift, money-wasting policy? Will he be induced 
to throw good planning and sound methods of 
public improvement to the wiage? 
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LINE’S PROPOSED NEW FARES. 

City Counselor Daues plans a repeal of the 
franchise of the McKinley line in case it in- 
creases fares to Granite City. 

But when this proposed operation is reversed, 
when public authority decrees a reduction in 
fares distasteful to utilities, the latter resist by 
injunction suit. This method of procedure en- 
ables the merits of the change to be thoroughly 
canvassed and its equity determined by judicial 
scrutiny.

And now Mr. Wister has sunk to the literary 
degradation of pouring forth his patriot’s soul 
in doggerel so mean in technical quality that the | 
fact of having written it must inevitably taint 
the purity of his style for the rest of his life. 

Furthermore, quite apart from its technical de- 
fects, we have only to read its substance to real- 
ize that it has hopelessly\estranged its author from 
his art in heart as well asin hand. Never again 
could he write “The Virginian,” for “The Vir- 
ginian” was the sympathetic study of a cow- 
puncher with the instincts of a gentleman.

‘*‘RELIEF DAYS’’ IN OUR CALENDAR. 

“Belgian days” have become somewhat familiar 
to us during the past year and a half. Tomorrow 
Friday and Saturday are again to extend in 
St. Louis the calendar of such days, whose mean- 
ing and duty we all understand. 

Of points recognized in the plan of relief de- 
vised for these three days, one is that the remain- 
ing Value in secondhand clothing is too small to 
warrant transportation so long a distance. An- 
other is that value represented by the cost of 
inaking garments may wisely be left to be sup- 
plied by Belgian hands. In thousands of in- 
stances the opportunity for employment which 
the making of garments would give will be al- 
inost as great a boon to jobless Belgians as the 
gifts themselves. 

Contributions of shoes, stockings and under- 
wear, and especially uncut cloth suitable for 
garments, are requested. In co-operation with 
the plan, all the department stores in St. Louis 
will sell at reduced prices cloth by the yard or 
piece destined for Belgian use on these three days. 
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ST. LOUIS’ PAROLE SYSTEM. 

How the Parole Board, which was created by 
ordinance in July last, has proved its usefulness 
was shown in an interesting page in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch Magazine, which told of several 
instances of the reformation of men and women 
and the restoration of peace in families through 
the efforts of the parole officers. 

The parole system of the St. Louis courts has 
amply vindicated itself. But the cases described 
in the Post-Dispatch Magazine article gave the 
reader an insight of life under conditions where 
even parole would have failed but for the indi- 
vidual and personal service now possible. Under 
the new system, the court can keep in touch, 
through its trusted officers, with those paroled 
and, as man to man, smooth out difficulties and 
stimulate character. 

Everyone agrees that interference by police- 
men, detectives or court officials with men and 
women who, though they may have gone wrong, 
are now living as they should, is unjustifiable. 
But the cases in which interference is necessary 
and has been useful are those in which a paroled 
husband, for example, continues the wrong-doing 
which brought him before the court and caused 
his family suffering. A probation officer, in such 
cases, may be a ministering angel, if he acts with 
sympathy, firmness and good sense in a con- 
scientious effort to solve the problem. 
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BUNCOMBE AND BELGIUM. 

An interesting centennial anniversary is only 
five years away. 

It was in 1821 that old Congressman Felix 
Walker of North Carolina, once an associate of 
Daniel Boone, rose in the House to debate a 
mueasure—the Missour! Compromise, as is said— 
and waved aside the weary members who gath- 
ered around and attempted to persuade him to 
yield the floor. ‘I talk for Buncombe,” he said. 

Buncombe, a North Carolina county in his dis- 
trict, thus lent its name to a phrase as well under- 
stood in British legislatures as our own—a name 
which, abbreviated to “bunk,” is universal in 
slang. 

A century of buncombe talking is drawing to 

a close with little diminution in the practice. On 
the contrary, its vogue seems likely to be in- 
creased by distinguished examples. No buncombe 
more easily and unmistakably recognized as bun- 
combe has ever been talked in all the years since 
1821 than the buncombe Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Root are talking about Belgium. 

Buncombe is of so many kinds and degrees that 
perhaps we should now have supplementary 
phrases to discriminate among different shades 
of meaning. When the “bunk” is of such a 
tenuous sort that everybody perceives at once 
that it can’t be anything but “bunk,” we might 


say that its distributers are “talking Belgium.” 
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LOOKING TO AMERICA. 
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THE WAR. 


T will interest a great many of us to learn that 
| while the war goes on in the field with un- 
abated vigor and hatred, the psychologists have 
wound it up, peace has been signed, and we are now in 
the process of reconstruction. You will be curious to 
know how it turned out. Well, the cause of the Al- 
lies won. The Allies themselves lost, but the cause 
for which they stood was eventually taken over by 
the Central Powers, and there shall be no more sup- 
pression of the individual in Europe for the good of 
the State. All Europe shall be exactly as France and 
England conceived it should be before the war broke 
out, and for the German wille, an impersonal domina- 
tion of the personal motive, we are to have the 
English will, in which the personal motive dominates 
all things else. The Germans are convinced that their 
point of view was a mistake, and they have receded 
from it. They won the war, but their cause lost, as 
they now cheerfully admit was right and proper. 

The psychologists cannot dilly-dally, as the various 
military commanders must. They work swiftly and 
surely to a solution of whatever is before them; and 
having determined what the outcome must be, they 
blithely shake hands and proclaim peace. They would 
have wound up long ago had not the war been largely 
causeless. They found it necessary to provide causes, 
and by the time they got these in hand for a starting 
point the war itself has been on for something more 
than a year. Once started, they rapidly overhauled 
the conflict itself, and they have now both passed it 
and put it out of mind. The detail with which the 
war follows them to outcomies at which they have al- 
ready arrived is to them only tedium and something 
for people who cannot think. If you are one of these 
latter, you are welcome to the war news. It is for you 
to say. 

You will of course wonder what our own country 
did about preparedness. It got over it. After Roose- 
velt and a few other hotheads and non-thinkers had 
been suppressed, the country took the money it had 
made out of the war and applied it to the restoration 
of Burope. This regained for us the friendship and 
confidence of Europe, and instead of going about 
proclaiming us pigs for a much-needed wuoting, the

“Breath Alone Kills No Rebels,”’ 
He Wrote, After Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—A new Lincoln 


letter, secreted for nearly half a cen- 
tury and long in the files of a Chi- 
cago lawyer, is now given to the world. 
It is one of the most characteristic of 
Lincoln’s letters. It is presented to the 
public by John Maynard Harlin, of Chi- 
cago, who, on Feb. 3, submitted a let- 
ter to Illinois Republicans, in which he 


announced himself as favoring Theo- 
dore Roosevelt for presidential nominee 
on the Republican ticket. 

In his announcement of that date, 
Harlan used this sentence: “To borrow 
Lincoln’s thought, ‘breath alone’ stops 
no aggressor,” and this casual reference 
brought ‘a bombardment of queries, 
written and verbal. The nub of these 
“When did Abraham 
Lincoln make a_ statement regarding 
‘breath alone’ and in what way, % let- 
ter or a speech?” 

Harlan’s questioners have become s0 
numerous and persistent that he has 
decided to publish the letter. It was 
written by President Lincoln six days 
after the Emanicipation Proclamation 
in September, 1862, and deals with the 
seeming lack of response to that famous 
edict by the people of the country. In 
the letter is this declaration, “But 
breath alone kills no rebels,’ and 
Harlan had that in mind when he bor- 
rowed a part of the phrase in his pub- 
lic statement a few weeks ago. 

Lincoln Letter to Hamlin. 

The letter, which follows, was ad- 
YWressed to Hanibal Hamlin, then Vice- 
President of the United States:

“My dear sir: 

“Your. kind letter of the 2th is just 
received. It is known to some that 
while I hope something from the procla- 
mation, my expectations are not so san- 
guine as are those of some friends. The. 
time for its effect southward has not 
come; but northwar4—the effect should 
be instantaneous. It is 6 days old, and 
while commendation in newspapers and 
by distinguished individuals, is all tha® 
a vain man could wish, the stocks have 
declined, and troops came forward more 
slowly than ever. This, looked soberly 
in the face, is not very satisfactory. We 
have fewer troops in the field at the end 
of the six days than we had at the be- 
ginning—the attrition among the old, 
outnumbering the addition by the new. 
The North responds to the proclama- 
tion sufficiently in breath; but breath 
alone kills no rebels. 

“I wish I could write nore cheerfully; 
nor do I thank you the less for the kind- 
ness of your letter. 

‘Yours very truly, 

“A. LINCOLN.” 

Punctuation marks and paragraphs re- 
main as written by President Lincoln: 
this includes the unders:oring of ‘‘in 
breath.’’ 

This Lincoln letter was inherited from 
Hanibal Hamlin by his son, Frank 
Hamlin of Chicago, who is an old friend 
of Harlan, and who l¢nt him the letter 
to be used as Harlan sbould see fit. 
Harlan will use it in the speeches on 
preparedness he is about to make in II- 
linois to further his campaign to become 
delegate-at-large to the Kepublican na- 
tional convention to accomplish the nom- 
ination of Theodore Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent.
